season irrigation is not necessary 
if the plowing is deep and the 
soil is properly cult.vated. The 
Mormons who chietly occupy 
whathas been called the “Mor- 
man Belt” in southern Alberta, 
were the first to introduce irriga- 
tion into this part of Canada, 
having been long familiar with 
the system in Utah whence they 
emigrated some twenty years 
ago. They make capital pioneers 
and on the whole law-abiding 
citizens, despite the prejudice 
which in some quarters exists 
against them. 

A short time ago these peovle 
were accused of being implicat- 
ed in an attempt at lynch jaw in 
a western town which; unfortun- 
ately, was widely circulated in 
some ot our papers as a fact. It 
proved to be a gross misrepre- 
sentation, the object apparently 
being to excite prejudice against 
the Mormon people by an un- 
desirable class of non-Mormons 
who were largely responsible for 
the so-called riot, Such glaring 
cases of misrepresentation should 
be sternly condenined by every 
true patriot, by every one who 
desires to see the different kinds 
of people who enter our land 
naturalized and assimilated and 
who when assimilated shall be- 
come important factorsin the 
moial and material development 
of the nation. This last year 
has witnessed the ,influx of a 
settlement of Japs into southern 
Alberta who are chiefly employed 
in the cultivation of beets which 
forms an important industry in 
that part of the Province, the 
beets being used for the manu- 
facture of sugar in Raymond 
where is located the largest beet 
sugar factory in the West. The 
Japs make active afd industrious 
workman and bid fair to surpass 
the newely- arrived Englishman 
in the quality of his work.

2. With Bordeaux Mixture.—- 
This is the more common method, as 
it allows the employment of a fungi- 
cide and insecticide in the one 
one spray. Bordeaux mixture, made 
according to the formula used so 
successfully for so many years, viz., 
4:4: 40 (four pounds lime, four 
pounds bluestone, and forty gallons 
water), contains a sufficient excess 
of lime to allow the addition of one 
pint of arsenite-of-soda solution to 
a barrel of 40 gallons. All that is 
necessary is to pour the requisite 
quantity of arsenite of soda (one 
pint) into the barrel of Bordeaux, 
stirring meanwhile. We have now 
Bordeaux mixture containing as 
much arsenic as the ‘‘poisoned Bor- 
deaux mixture,’’ in which 4 ounces 
of Paris green per barrel has been 
used.

OF ARMY HORSES. 


SUPPLY 


Not Equal to Demand in England— 
French and German Stables, 
The adequate supply of horses 
for the army, it would scarcely be 
denied, is as essential to its effici 
Yet in this 
vital particular the British Govern 
ment, as in so many other questions 
relative to the defence of the coun- 
try, have utterly failed to reatize 
their responsibilities, says the Pall 

Mall Gazette. 

Sir Gilbert Parker is raising the 
point in one of its important aspects 
next weck in the House of Commons. 
He has given notice to call the at- 
tention of the Secretary of State 
for War to the fact that German 
agents are extensively buying three- 
year-old horses suitable for army 
purposes in England, Ireland and 
Wales. 

“There is no use disguising the 
fact,’’ said an expert on English 
horse breeding, ‘‘that the country is 
rapidly being denuded of its best 
horses, and the pusition is becom- 
ing acute. 

“Tt is aregulation of the War 
Office that horses shall not be bought 
under four years old. This is the 
foreigner’s chance. Not only the 
German’s but practically every 
Continental country, has agents 
bent on securing the very pick of 
the available three-year-olds. They 
purchase especially young mares, 
which of course do not’ return to 
this country. They are, therefore, 
reducing both in quality and num- 
ber the supply of four-year-olds 
obtainable by the home authorities. 

“The German and French Goy- 
ernments realize the value of a 
plentiful supply. They have their 


own Government breeding  estab- 
lishments and encourage _ horse 
breeding by subsidy. I believe 


France pays something like 300,000 
francs a year in this respect. Then 
they take great care that only good 
stallions are employed.
